That  by  addiog  iw.t  parts  of  cream 
of  tartar  to  one  pnrt  of  oxalic  acid 
ground  fine  and  kepi  dry,  iu  n  battle, 
you  will  find,  by  npplyiitg  n  little  of  the 
powder  to  ru«  stain.,  while  the  article 
s  wet,  that  the  rv»uli  is  touch  quicker 
ind  better.  Wash  nut  in  clear  warm 
rater  to  prevent  injury  to  Ihe  good'. 

That  cold  rain  wnlrr  and  soap  will 
take  out  machine  gr«\t<e,  where  other 
s  would  not  be  advisnblc  on  ac- 
count of  colors  running,  etc. 

That  turpentine  in  araall  quantities 
may  be  used  in  boiling  white  good*  lo 
great  advantage.  n«  ft  improve*  the 
rotor,  and  the  boiling  drives  off  nil 
odor.  Krain  m  snap  i«  ajnitc  aitnlhor 
thiug  :  it  injures  and  discolors  some 
gooda.  and  shrink*  woolen*.  Some 
argue  that  on  armonl  ol  ihc  tnr- 
penlioein  tho  ream  ii  auisi*  in  ihc 
washing.  It  la  used  fnr  a  filler  and  to 
make  the  snap  hard  and  cheap.  It  is  a

For  my  own 
part,  I  may,  so  for,  have  been  said  to  hove 
been  born  with  a  silver  spoon  in  my 
mouth,  for  my  literary  godfather  wa 
lass  a  person  lhau  Leigh  Hunt  In  the 
llesh,  1 1  egret  to  say,  I  never  knew  him  ; 
but  ns  a  boy  I  bad  an  admiration  for  Ih'iu 
tliat  was  akin  to  love.  I  suppose  no 
writer  has  ever  preached  the  love  of  books 
doqnently  as  he  has  done,  or  gained 
more  disciples.  He  had  a  most  kind  and 
gracious  nature,  which  was  cultivated  to 
extremity.  Culture  is  much  more  com- 
mon nowadays  than  it  was  in  his  time, 
but  unless  the  nature  of  the  soil  is  grn- 
•irms,  Tery  little  comes  of  snoh  "top 
dressing.''  Leigh  Hunt  combined  with 
lino  hrrvin"  the  tenderost  of  human 
hearts.  His  ignorance  of  businosa  mat- 
ters aud  his  poverty  made  him  to  natures 
nf  the  baser  sort  an  object  of  ridicule. 
(Jurlyle  used  to  keep  three  sovereigns  in  a 
little  iiaeket  on  his  mantelpiece,  which  he 
called  "Leigh  Hnnt's  sovereigns,"  be- 
ho  occasionally  lent  them  to  him, 
as  wont  to  narrate  the  ciroumstan- 
all  whom  It  did  not  concern.

All 
such  field  meetings  furnish  the  am- 
bitious farmer  seed  for  thought,  which 
cannot  help  to  bring  him  in 
or  later  an  increased  harvest. 

The  shower  on  Thursday,  the  35th 
laid  the  dust  in  our  streets.  We  need 
a  good  rain  to  give  a  start  to  the  land 
laid  down  to  grass  this  fall.  Grass 
seed  to  get  a  good  start  should  have 
been  sown  before  this,  and  especially 
this  year,  as  it  was  so  wet  We  want 
our  seed  sown  by  the  last  of  August. 
If  it  cannot  be  sown  before  the  first  of 
October,  better  wait  until  November, 
when  it  is  too  late  for  it  to  come  up, 
and  then  it  will  come  up  in  good  shape 
next  spring  if  it  is  on  a  comparatively 
level  surface,  a  hillside  would  be  apt 
to  wash  and  is  better  sown  in  August. 
We  have  seen  as  good  grass  come  up 
from  seed  sown  just  before  the  ground 
freezes  in  the  fall,  as  at  any  tir—  - 
the  year.  If  sown  in  Octobei 
grass  starts,  but  not  enough  to 
well  and  consequently  is  likely  to  get 
winterkilled.  Sow  your  clover  seed 
in  the  spring.
